In Illinois last year, nearly 600 cases of St. Louis Encepha- 
litis (SLE) were reported and 47 deaths were attributed to 
the disease. This was the largest! ISLE outbreak ever 
experienced in the state and the first time the disease was 
contracted by citizens in the northern portion of Illinois. 

As a result of the 1975 epidemic, the state health 
department formed an "Early Warning Surveillance Team . " 
' Hopefully this team will determine if there is SLE virus 
activity in the state. Public health experts believe that, with 
an early warning, steps can be taken prevent a repition of 
last year's epidemic. ' . / rj • . 

As you probably know, Che SLE virus, is present in the 
bloodstream of birds and. is passed from bird to bird by 
certain mosquitoes (primarily the /Culex mosquitoes). By 
collecting mosquitoes, and taking blood samples from birds, 
and then having the mosquitoes and blood samples analyzed 
at the laboratory, the team can determine the extent of the 
SLE virus activity. ' ' ■'/ .■ . .
